Ways to Preserve Flowers
The first way I8 with sand, and It s
extremoly tmportant that* the sand be
nbeolutely free from any forelgn mutler,
and this state of perfection I brought
rebented washings, Pour on
forelgn matter will rlsg
to the surfice and then may be akimmed
oft. The sand shomld then be dried In
tlie #un or in front of a Are. It should
be further treated by heating In the oven
to n high temperature and stirring into
ft a lump of candle wax about the size
It the sand
Is hot the wax will melt and will prevent
the graing from sticking 1o the Nowers.
The fMowers must be dry before being
treated, and the bast results are with
bloasoms of n bright color, such am pan-
wlen, roses, gernninms, violeta, tulips,
ete. Dalales and asters also come out
well,k White Howera unudlly do not turn
oit well by this process. Pour somae sand
In n box, then put In a framework of
fino wire netting and sprehd out the
fowara on this, arranging them so that
they do not touch each other. When
there are bells or cnvities in the Nowers
poiir in soma of the sand to preserve the
shape, Cover entirely with the annd,
and If desired make ong of two more lny-
ari  Plase sand on top. Keep In a dry,
warm plnce® for 10 days. Handle with
onro untfl they have boen exposed for an
hour or ®o to the alr. They will keep o
long time and hold thelr color if kept ont
of the sumn.
The waxing of flowers ls n simple and
patinfuctory way of praserving them. Or-
dinary candlen with the wicks remaved
mny be melted wnd used for the purpoas,
but care miust be tiken not to use the
wnx on the Mowaers too hot. Tt is agnin
important that they be dry and In o fresh
condition, Dip the fNowers In the lquid
wiux and move about for o few minutes
te prevent the formation of bubbles. On
removal Into the nir the wax will set
Then treat the stalk end of ths blossom.
The wholes flower will be encased In o film
of wax, which s Invisible, but keeps out
the alr. The beat offect with wax Is pro-
ducad with Nowera of compact blossoms,
such an earnntions. The wiax treatment
18 good with white flowars, which cannot
be treated with sand.
